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REMARKS 

Independent claim 1 has been amended. The amendment to claim 1 is fully supported by 
paragraphs 35 and 36 of the specification. Claims 3-8 have been added. Claims 1-8 are now 
pending. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wey or Fujiyasu et al in view of Kim and Fujimoto. According to the Examiner, Wey and 
Fujiyasu both teach applying far infrared rays to the body of a user for therapy in the form of 
jewelry such as bracelets. In addition, the Examiner asserts that Kim teaches that it is well 
known to apply both far infrared rays and anions together to the body of a user for therapy. In 
view of the office action, independent claim 1 has been amended to recite, in part, that "the 
anion-radiating material layer [is] selected from the group consisting of scandium, yttrium, and 
lanthanides series." None of the cited references teach or suggest the above amended limitation 
in claim 1 . As such, claim 1 and its dependent claim 2 are allowable over the cited references. 
Likewise, new independent claim 3 recites the above quoted limitation. As such, claim 3 and its 
dependent claims 4-8 are allowable over the cited references. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the claims in the application 
patentably distinguish over the cited and applied references and are in condition for allowance. 
Reexamination and reconsideration of the application, as amended, are respectfully requested.
